  16   SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 
  17  MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

  20   (a) In this subtitle the following words have the meanings indicated. 
 
  21   (e) (1) Except as otherwise provided in this subsection, "release" means any 
  22  type of release from the custody of a supervising authority.

  24   (a) A person shall register with the person's supervising authority if the 
  25  person is: 
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   1    (1) a child sexual offender; 
 
   2  11-705. 
 
   3   (a) In this section, "resident" means a person who lives in this State when the 
   4  person: 
 
   5    (1) is released; 
 
   6    (2) is granted probation; 
 
   7    (3) is granted a suspended sentence; or 
 
   8    (4) receives a sentence that does not include a term of imprisonment. 
 
   9   (b) A registrant shall register with the supervising authority:

  16     [(iii)]  2. is granted probation after judgment;

  18     [(v)]  4. receives a sentence that does not include a term of 
  19  imprisonment;
